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50 German Tanks,

MOSCOW, Thursday, Dec. 


17.—(AP)—Russian troops 


captured an inhabited point more than 80 miles to the rear 
of the German Stalingrad siege army, and destroyed 50 Nazi 
tanks and a regiment of motorized infantry in a two-day 
‘battle southwest of the Volga river city where enemy coun- 
terattacks had been increasingly troublesome, the Soviets 


announced early today. 


The point taken far to the west? 


of Stalingrad was beyond Surovi- 
kino, the Russians said, and 305 
enemy guns, 1,500 motor vehicles, 
two supply-laden trains and other 
booty were captured. 

The action. southwest of Stalin- 
grad was in the area of Verkhne 
Kunsky where it was said “our 
troops routed a group of enemy 
troops that had broken through 
to this area, disposing cf 50 enemy 
tanks and a regiment of motorized 
infantry of the sixth German tank 
division.” 

Russian Successes. 

Limited Russian successes were 
reported also on the central front 
and in the Caucasus. 

The Germans lost more than 1,- 
300 men, 89 tanks, 40 planes and 
ether valuable equipment in yes- 
terday’s widespread operations, 
the Russians said. The Nazis, how- 
ever, were acknowledged to be 
counterattacking in nearly all sec- 
tors. 

The midnight communique tell- 
ing of the seizure of the point 
beyond Surovikino, well inside 
the Don river bend, indicated the 
Red army still was trying to seal 
off the entire eastern end of the 
Don river elbow in an effort to 
envelop the huge Nazi army an- 
chored between the Don and Volga 
rivers before Stalingrad. 

Surovikino, on the Stahingrad- 
Likhaya railway, was captured 
early in the Russian Stalingrad of- 
fensive that began November i9, 
apparently by Red army units 
that crossed the upper arm of the 
Don bend and struck southward 
from Serafimovich. 

Russian troops have been fight- 
ing their way southwest of Stalin- 
grad along the railway toward Ko- 
telnikovski apparently with the 
idea of eventually wheeling north- 
ward to join other Red army units 
in the Don river bend. Such a 
movement would cut the German 
supply corridor feeding the Nazi 
armies before Stalihgrad. This 
corridor at present is between the 
railway and the lower Don, .

'U. S. Speculates After 


Absence of Opposition 
at Buin. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—(4)— 
Lack of enemy opposition as 
American bombers hit hard at 
Buin, a big Japanese base in the 
South Pacific, prompted specula- 


tion today as to where enemy air- 
power was at the time and wheth- 
er the Japanese might be concen- 
trating their forces for a renewed 
big scale drive. : 

One conjecture was that. the 
Japanese planes based at Buin— 
on the southeastern tip of Bou- 
gainville island 275 miles north- 
west of Guadalcanal—might have 
been on a mission of their own, 
or conserving planes for a major 
attack. There was no indication 
in official communiques of any 
mission the enemy might have 
been engaged in. 

It appeared probable the enemy 
had moved both air and sea power 
to a new location in preparation 
for a concentrated drive, pos- 
sibly another large scale assault 
on American-held bases in the Sol- 
omons. 

One thing was agreed upon by 
observers here—the lack of oppo- 
sition to raids on Buin and Munda 
on New Georgia island could not 
be considered as an indication of 
withdrawal of Japanese forces, 
unless it was a withdrawal to 
what the enemy might consider 
better bases.

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Willkie Fears 
Effects of Deal 
With Darlan 


Says Expedients May 
Increase Number of 
U. S. Losses. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—(4)—Re- 
iterating his criticism of Allied 
dealings with French Admiral 
Jean Darlan in North Africa, 
Wendell L. Willkie declared today 
that such temporary expedients 
might increase the number of 
American soldiers “who will never 
come back.” 

In a statement Willkie referred 
to Senator Arthur H. Vanden- 
berg'’s recent declaration that the 
Darlan deal had saved thousands 
of American lives and had short- 
ened the military time element of 
the Allied African offensive. 

“The administration policy of 
expediency is defended by Sena- 
tor Vandenberg,’ Willkie explain- 
ed, “and the Chicago Tribune 
gives front page commendatory 
prominence to the senator’s re- 
marks. Such defenses give me re- 
assurance of the rightness of my 
position.” 

Willkie asserted he feared “the 
effect of our compromises and ex- 
pediences on millions of conquer- 
ed people in Europe.” He added 
that whether the conquered peo- 
ples ultimately would rise against 
their oppressors would determine 
the number of lives to be lost in 
this war. 

“Temporary expediency will not 
reduce the number of American 
boys to die,” Willkie declared. 
“Such temporary expedients may 
well greatly increase the number 
who will never come back.” 

Willkie made his statement 
when he was asked to comment 
on the Vandenberg remarks while 
attending a luncheon of the amuse- 
ment section of the national con- 
ference of Christians and Jews.

The noon communique of Gen- 
eral Douglas MacArthur made no 
mention of the prisoner’s account 
but told of increasing pressure by 
Allied troops on pockets of Jap 
opposition holding out east and 
west of Buna village.

of 227 Billion 


Appropriated by 77th Congress

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—(INS) 
The 77th congress, scarred by bat- 
tles before and after its fateful 
war declarations, wearily passed 
on to the new and eager 78th con- 
gress convening January 6 the 
world record of $227,500,000,000 in 
appropriations and authorizations. 

War purposes were allotted up- 
wards of $200,000,000,000 of the| 
stupendous aggregate. 
Monetary commitments during | 
second session totaled about | 
$166,000,000,000 against $61,500,- | 
100,000 in the first session, reflect- | 
ng the impact of the war, accord-| 
ing to records of the House Appro- 
priations Committee. 

Sits Continuously. 


To the ‘Fighting 77th” also goes 
the record of having been the only 
congress in history to sit continu- 
ously, surpassing the record of the 
sixty-fifth congress of World War} 

in that achievement. In fact, | 
congress has been in continuous | 
session the last three years, broken | 
occasionally by three-day ae | 


This grinding out of legislation, 
chiefly appropriations to expand | 
the armed forces in preparedness | 
for war and for victory after war | 
vas declared, accounts for the con- 
tinuous meeting of congress. 

Before Pearl Harbor, day of in- 
famy on the part of Japan, con- 
cress was embroiled in bitter con- 
troversy over foreign policy, but 
with the declarations of war there 
came a closing of ranks. 

Patriotic Unity. 

Although congress was sharply 
divided between interventionists 
and non-interventionists before 
Pearl Harbor, the record shows a 
patriotic unity prevailed in voting 
every dollar asked by President 
ioosevelt for national defense.

Civilian War Agencies. 


With the Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats closely divided in the 
house, and the G. O. P. strength 
increased in the senate, an infor- 
mal anti-New Deal coalition ac- 
tually will be in control. 

Nearly all of the civilian war 
agencies were created by execu- 
tive orders issued by President 
Roosevelt, and started on their 
ways with funds from “blank 
check” appropriations made to him 
by congress. Subsequently, the 
77th congress made _ appropria- 
tions to continue these agencies. 

The incoming congress, more 
conservative than its predecessor, 
was expected to put a fine comb 
to these agencies and provide 
funds only for projects deemed 
by congress to be necessary. A 
closer grip on the purse strings 
was expected of the new congress. 


Records of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee reveal that out 
of the $227,500,000,000 in appro- 
priations and contract authoriza- 
tions made during the two ses- 
sions of the 77th congress, about 
$189,400,000,000 was for the Army, 
Navy and Maritime administra- 
tion.

LONDON, Dec. 16.—(By Cable)—Britain is approaching 
her fourth wartime Christmas with her people and govern- 
ment united in their determination to insure that even the 
traditional holiday season shall not be the occasion of any 
relaxation in the iron austerity which now grips the nation. 


Even the men in the armed 
vices are being granted only 
the minimum of conces- 
sion for Christmas travel. 

Christmas in England, 1942, will 
not detract from the efficiency -f 
Britain’s war effort. It will not 
entail any waste of resources, 
public or private. 

The following is a factual sun- 
mary of the regulations and ar- 
rangements which have been 
made 
l. TRAVEL AND HOLIDAYS: 

Travel for the Public. 

No extra trains for Christmas; 
service will be the same as on 
ordinary Sundays or weekdays. 
No special road facilities. 

The usual rumber of service- 
men will go home for Christmas 
Day; but no_ vouchers to visit 
evacuees, and no travel conces- 
sions for staffs in evacuated gov- 
ernment offices :r. being issued.

“Doctor” on their office signs, leav- 
ing the trademark “Doctor” exclu- 
sively to physicians. 

But’ not so fast. This professor 
is true to type. Let him qualify 
his answer: 

“We do teach in the college of 
dentistry, and practice in the in- 
firmary clinic immediate denture 
service, if and when it is indicated 
and advisable. “As, apparently, 
you have learned, the chief ad- 
vantage lies in the fact that hab- 
its caused by the loss of natural 
teeth do not develop, and the em- 
barrassing edentulous period is 
avoided.

These increases, replies explain- 

, reflected rising costs in war- 
time. At the same time, the sur- 
vey showed that while immediate 
response to price increases was 
in most cases reduced circulation 
for a short time, such losses were 
soon recouped, and that circula- 
tion generally was now at record 
levels. ) 

One newspaper, explaining its 
increased price to its readers, 
said: 

“The cost of producing a news- 
paper is much more than the sub- 
scriber is asked to pay. The dif- 
ference is made up by advertising. 
But, with a decline in advertising, 
due to government restrictions on 
many commodities, and with in- 
creased production costs, we were 
faced with the choice of lowering 
the quality of our paper or in- 
creasing the price. We have 
chosen the latter, which we be- 
lieve will meet with the reasoned 
approval of our subscribers.” 

Among the higher cost items 
noted by publishers was that of 
motor route delivery, with ration- 
ing of gasoline and tires adding to 
the problem. Increased delivery 
costs were common during the

Than Cards’ Slaughter in Second Place.

NEW YORK, Dec. 


16.—(AP)—Ernie Lombardi, 


of the Boston 


Braves. received the official blessing of the National League today as 
the batting champion of the senior circuit for the second time in his 


12-year career in the big leagues. 


The big catcher, whom the Cincinnati Reds sold to the Braves 
last winter after his hitting had slumped to .264 in 1941, slugged his 
way to a .330 average for 1942 in one of the year’s best comebacks. 


At the end of the season there 
was some speculation whether 
“lom” would be recognized as the 
official leader because he went to 
bat only 309 times while a min- 
mum of 400 turns at bat generally 
has been considered a requirement 
for the championship. 

However, in releasing the offi- 
cial batting records today, League 
Fresident Ford Frick said there 
was no question about Lombardi's 
right to the honor he previously 
had won in 1938, when he hit 
242 for the Reds and was voted 
the valuable player in the 
senior circuit. That year Lombar- 
di had 489 times at bat in 129 
games. 

Frick pointed out that this year 
Lombardi appeared in 105 games 
and that by the nature of their 
business. catchers did not get into 
as many contests as other batters.

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The first year of American participation in 

the World War has been a vear of achievement 
in the building of our fighting strength which 
is little short of miraculous. 
When we. became belligerents we were 
almost totally lacking in every form of war 
equipment. Our only arm of strength, the 
Navy, was almost mortally stricken the open- 
ing day, at Pearl Harbor. 


In the twelve months now past, we have 
done such a magnificent job that our output 
of war equipment of all types, according to 
Donald Nelson, is now as great as that of the 
combined Axis powers. In another year he 
foresees that we shall possess combatant arm- 
aments as great as those of all the rest of 
world, combined. 

Yet that miracle achievement, great though 
it is, has of necessity been accomplished in a 
rather helter-skelter manner. We simply dived 
in and set to work to produce every item of 
war materiel in as great quantity and as 
quickly as we could. There was no time for 
more comprehensive and co-ordinated plan- 
ning. We were faced with a desperate need all 
along the line, and we met that need in the 
only way possible, simply by producing every- 
thing at our top speed, regardless. 

Now, as we get into the second year, there 
will be more systematic organization of the 
national war plant. We shall concentrate upon 
production ‘of those items most needed. In 
some items it will not be necessary to maintain 
as rapid a rate of production as in the past. 
We can plan our war industry to meet our needs 
and thus make available to Ahe fighting‘ forces 
exactly those things whichAhey need most and 
first. 

This will make le a better distribution 
of material and resources and it will make 
possible, also, an accurate estimate of the 
amount of raw material available for the man- 
ufacture of civilian needs. 

One example of this better planning came 
to light this week when Chairman Lou Hol- 
land, of the WPB’s Smaller War Plants Cor- 
poration, told the Senate and House Small 
Business Committee that war production con- 
tractors had been ordered to “greatly intensify 
subcontracting all down the line.” This will 
add to our war strength by making available 
the equipment and ability of innumerable 
smaller manufacturers scattered all over the 
nation. 

In a word, co-ordination of what has been, 
-although magnificently effective, fundamental- 
lv a haphazard production of war equipment, 
into a systemized, carefully planned and thus 
additionally powerful fighting front in home 
industry, will be the objective of the nation 
during its second year of war.

Tremendous Task 

As Axis forces withdraw in North Africa, it 
becomes evident the major stand of the cam- 
paign will be made at the great port of Bizerte 
and that the Allied troops.will face one of the 
most difficult operations of modern warfare in 
seizing this port. 

The terrain surrounding Bizerte is such the 
task of taking the city, if capably defended 
and adequately supplied, will be staggering. 
The siege of Sevastopol would be comparable 
in the magnitude of operation involved. 

The fact that Rommel is withdrawing as 
rapidly as he is indicates the Germans will 
attempt a holding operation designed to give 
time for the preparation of defense positions 
around Bizerte. Unless this plan can be coun- 
tered by Allied strokes, the Bizerte campaign 
may be long and Bloody. 

However, there are indications Allied air 
power may be developed to the point it can 
prevent reinforcement and supply of Bizerte 
for any long stand and this may ease the prob- 
lem of the Allies. The Germans at Sevastopol, 
for example, did not have an island air base 
like Malta from which convoys can be torn 
apart. On the other hand, the Russians did 
not have a near-by island air base like Pantel- 
jaria from which to operate plane eover for the 


| 


defense operations. Malta, however, is appar- 
ently better developed for the task ahead. 

So that, in the final analysis, we may see 
air power prove cleanly decisiye.

Let Us Be Ready 

While it would be indefensible, at this time, 
for the city of Atlanta, for Fulton county or 
for DeKalb county or Cobb county to under-

This city, the attorney declared, has every 
natural advantage for such a development, to- 
gether with the fact that it is the center of 
a great area of rail and bus transportation 
which would act as feeder lines to the cargo 
and passenger planes which would take off here 
tor destinations half around the world. 

With the wartime developments in landing 
fields, with the location of the great new Bell 
Bomber plant in the Greater Atlanta area, 
there can be little doubt Attorney Carmichael 
is correct in his prophecies. 

To meet such a development in locally cen- 
tered aviation, tremendous building will have 
to be undertaken, to provide the enlarged land- 
ing fields, the ground facilities and centralized 
offices which will be needed. As stated, none 
of this work can be done now. All material 
and man power is needed in the direct war 
program. 

But local government agencies, the city and 
county and adjacent counties, could well accu- 
mulate out of savings and set aside financial 
reserves ready to pay the cost of such needed 
improvements as soon as world and national 
conditions, render them proper and desirable.

Congress Adjourns 

The 77th congress has concluded its labors. 
Adjournment yesterday brought to a close the 
legislative life of a congress which has expe- 
rienced probably the most momentous days in 
the history of the nation. 

The congress now gone into history set 
many records. It was, in point of time, the 
longest in history, being in session for 715 days 
of the two years since it convened. It appro- 
priated a total far surpassing that of any other 
congress, a total which climbed to $205,000,- 
000,000. Of this huge sum, $192,000,000,000 was 
directly for war. 

The closing days were marred by a senate 
filibuster by a leader of the “silver bloc” which 
made impossible the consideration of impor- 
tant pending bills. For the final week is was 
rarely, if ever, a quorum was present in either 
house.

Georgia Editors Say: 


EQUAL PAY FOR EQUAL WORK 
(From The Valdosta Times. ) 

In the abstract, there can be little quarrel 
with the theory that equivalent work is entitled 
to equal pay. The employe’s color or sex should 
not be permitted to enter into the situations. 

Therefore the War Labor Board’s decision 
that women should be paid the same wages as 
men for doing the same type of work will doubt- 
less be acclaimed as proper and irreproachable. 

The claim will be made that, in this field at 
least, the WLB has acted to terminate an inde- 
fensible double standard. To an extent, that is 
correct. But there are qualifications which can 
hardly be recognized in enforcement. 

If women as a whole worked on the same 
basis as men, beyond doubt they should receive 
identical pay for identical work. Unfortunately 
for the employer, they do not. 

A large proportion of women take jobs merely 
to support themselves until they are married. 
Those who continue working after marriage, in 
many instances, are distracted by home duties. 
There is always the probability that, at a time 
over which the employer’s convenience has no 
control, the woman worker will quit her job, or 
ask for leave, to bear a child. 

Presumbaly the WLB’s action was a waf meas- 
ure intended- to promote the hiring of more 
women in order to release men for armed service 
and for the tasks women cannot perform. 

On that basis it is to be hoped that the in- 
dustries affected’ still Have enough margin of 
“profit” to absorb the extra cost, because price 
ceilings are not to be raised to absorb the in- 
crease, ;

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WASHINGTON PARADE

NOT IMPRESSED WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The two recent 

diatribes sounded against the Democratic 
party by former stalwarts who now see the need for a third-party 
organization have left inner circles of the New Deal coldly un- 
impressed. 

Proposals for the establishment of a new commonwealth party 
were made, on the one hand, by former Sec- 
retary of War Woodring, of Kansas, and for the 
formation of a southern Democratic party, on 
the other, by Governor Frank Dixon, of Ala- 
bama. 

Neither has any likelihood of disturbing the 
even tenor of the ancient party of Jefferson. 
Both emanate from personal grievances of their 
sponsors rather than any underlying unrest 
among the people. Hence whatever political 
movements the two disappointed gentlemen 
seek to launch will be short-lived. It is doubt- 
ful that either of them has enough of a per- 
sonal following to fill a third-rate rump con- 
vention. 

Mr. Woodring’s grievance against the Roose- 
velt administration is well known. He _ has 
never forgiven the President for ousting him 
as secretary of war. Few men ever do. Mr. 
Roosevelt did not let him go because of any 

marked shortcomings. Foreseeing the war events that lay ahead, 
the President thought it wise, in the interest of national unity, to 
select a stronger man—and a Republican—for Mr. Woodring’s place. 


FALSE EMPHASIS Governor Dixon’s irk with the. party is 

more nebulous. Long regarded as a con- 
servative of the “Cotton Ed” Smith school of thought, he seems to 
have borrowed something from the political philosophy of another 
noted South Carolinian—Cole Blease—in placing a false emphasis 
on the racial issue. 

The Alabama governor raises the ghost of administration efforts 
to change the social structure of the south, while Mr. Woodring, a 
former governor of Kansas, is disturbed over the growing loss of 
state rights. Neither offers an issue which seems capable of 
arousing the people to any great heights of party revolt. 

The Democratic party is torn with many conflicting elements. 
but neither of the present offended gentlemen is qualified to serve 
as a rallying point of disaffection. It still has its conservatives 
and its liberals, its New Dealers and anti-New Dealers, plus a 
sprinkling of isolationists and their opposites. 


BOTH PARTIES CARRY\ON But it is doubtful if the party 

Is any more plagued in this 
respect than the Republicans. Each has its tail appendages trying 
to wag the dog, but both seem to carry on successfully against 
periodic threats of dissident groups to break away and form third- 
party organization. 

All of the recent efforts in this direction have failed miserably. 
The last was initiated in 1938 by Philip LaFollette, former gov- 
ernor of Wisconsin, who sought to organize a new national Pro- 
gressive party. Before that, his father, the late Senator Robert 
M. LaFollette Sr., launched a similar undertaking in 1924. Still 
earlier, former President Theodore Roosevelt led an abortive Bull 
Moose movement in 1912, opening the way for Woodrow Wilson’s 
first election. Not since before the Civil War, however, which saw 
the birth of the Republican party, has a third-party movement 
succeeded. 


“NEW DEAL” GONE Obviously enough, the Woodring-Dixon 
outbursts are aimed more at Mr. Roose- 
velt than the Democratic party as such. It is not the so-called New 
Deal which dominated the governmental scene in Washington for 
the first two Roosevelt terms. The New Deal, as it was known 
then, no longer exists. The war emergency has given Washington 
an entirely new set of objectives, and the people who are directing 
oo — —— — for the most part, far removed from the 
Ww Veal type of administrators the cou 
Sities Wen techn ntry knew during the days 
It can be safely said that fully 80 per cent of the business execu- 
tives who have been drawn into the government to run the war 
program are men who voted for Willkie in the last election. _ 
There are certain notable exceptions, to be sure. Leon Hen- 
derson, of the OPA, for example. But the complaints heard most 
against Mr. Henderson are not on the score of him being a New 
Dealer. He is being criticized by Democrats in congress for not 
pursuing more of a partisan course in distributing the vast patron- 
age under his organization. 


CAN’T STOP F. D. R. The cold unreality of the Woodring- 
. : Dixon proposals is that Mr. Roosevelt, 
if he is of a mind to, is certain to be the party’s nominee for another 
term*in 1944, and nothing now foreseen can stop him. Even if 
peace should come in 1943 the problems of post-war adjustment are 
certain to be of such an interlocking character as to create a de- 
mand for his continuance in office. 

No new man either the Republicans or the Democrats could 
nominate would have so much to offer in experience and world 
prestige necessary to carry on through this period. The third-term 
tradition having been broken, Mr. Roosevelt will occupy the posi- 
tion of merely seeking to carry out the new program of war and 
peace which came into being with his third term. 

If he is in good health, and the country seems in a mood to 
accept his continued leadership, the President will run again. And 
if he runs, the odds are still heavy that he will be elected.

“BACK TO NORMALCY” One of the things which gives me 
, concern is the fact that so many 


speakers are going around saying that when the war finally is won 
we must get back to fundamentals. 

This is the new word. In 1918 and 1919 they were saying 

we must get back to normalcy. 
It is high time we learned we never get 
back to anything. 
There is no such thing as normalcy. 
There never has been. If there ever gets to 
be anything such as normalcy, there will be 
no movement, no progress, no developments. 
Something which was a fundamental in 
1800 would not be a fundamental in 1943 or 
1944. Or even now. 
I think I know what the gentlemen mean. 
They mean, even though they are extremely 
vague about it, that we should return, as they 
say, to the fundamentals or religion, of pioneer 
willingness to try a new frontier. 
Well, we never have left religion. We still 
are as religious as we ever were. Indeed, we 
are more religious. The fundamentals of the 
Puritan were a two or three-hour sermon, 
branding certain sinners with hot irons, and 
laws which went to such ridiculous extremes as to assert that it was 
wrong for a man to kiss his wife on Sunday. Those were the 
“fundamentals.” We don’t want to get back to them. They were 
not religion. 

When gentlemen today say that what we need is a great spiritual 
awakening, they ignore the fact that the war has done that: that 
every war does it. It is just that when the war is done that it 
dies out. It might be embarrassing to investigate into why it dies 
out. But some of the fire does go out,

The divine right of kings was a well-established fundamental. 

At one time it was “fundamental” that pain be endured. There 
were many sermons against the use of anaesthesia. There were 
sermons and scientific objections to bathtubs. 

It might be fair to ask, “What is a fundamental,” and when 
does it cease to be a fundamental? 

It is a fundamental fact that Jesus of Nazareth died on the 
cross. That is the one fundamental in the Christian religion, which 
a minority of the world’s population follows. 

So, when I hear a speaker say, “We must get back to fundae 
mentals,” I always want to ask, “What fundamentals?” And also, 
“Whose fundamentals?” That is most important. No one can 
answer that, just as no one can answer the question, “What is 
democracy?” 

One man’s idea of fundamentals might be entirely different from 
another man’s ideas. 

Also, if the speaker could put in words what he regards as 
fundamentals, and would not dress them up in catch words such 
as “the old-fashioned American fundamentals,” I would like to 
know why he regards his ideas as fundamentals. 

No speaker can tell you. It ought to be obvious that if some- 
thing is fundamental one can’t leave it behind. 


WE AREN’T GOING BACK The facts are, of course, that we 
aren't going back to anything. 
Mankind doesn’t do that. 


There likely will be a political upheaval in 1944. There is sure 
There may be one if it isn’t. 

But, suppose there is. The line of man’s progress on the chart 
of history will show merely a leveling off for a brief spot on the 
chart before *it begins to climb. : 

We have labor unions today, with their rackets, because some - 
few employers in the distant past thought they had a fundamental 
right to pay what they chose and work people- as many hours as 
they chose. 

We know very well that slavery was regarded as a fundamental 
right, imdorsed by the Bible, and that the Constitution declared it 
a fundamental, constitutional right. 

And so on. 

Now, if you mean hard work and _ initiative and knowledge as 
fundamentals—well, we haven’t ever left them anywhere so that 
we have to go back to them. That’s why we get along. That's why 
we are building the largest planes the world has ever known. That's 
why we are able, in the span of a year, to do miracles in produc- 
tion. That’s why, when the war is done, we are going to see 
amazing new developments in all fields of science, radio, tele- 
vision, housing, plastics, and so on. 

I doubt if there is a single fundamental worth while that has 
been left behind. 

We take the worth-while ones along with us as we move forward. 
a isn’t anything fundamental left behind worth turning back 
o reach. 

There are many things about our past that invoke nostalgic 
memories; much that was sweet and good; much that was wrong. 

But we aren't going back to anything. 

So, I wish the speakers would quit talking about getting back 
to fundamentals. undamentals go along with you. What's left 
isn’t fundamental or it would not have been left.

There are communities—and doubtless this is one—where all 
rationing rules are faithfully observed and everything is on the 
up-and-up. But in others there is brazen chiseling, and anybody 
who is willing to lie or violate the spirit of the law can get almost 
anything he desires. 

A farmer demands that WPA provide him cheap labor—though 
all WPA workers are now doing necessary war work, building camp 
roads and things of that kind. Why does he need extra help on the 
farm? Because he and several members of his family are earning 
good wages in town. And because they are working in a fattory 
producing war goods, they can get a B book and the tires necessary 
to ride back and forth. 

Other farmers are able to get tires and extra gasoline so they 
can bring produce to town, though they are not truck farmers and 
produce nothing to sell except their single annual crop. 

Of course this is not true of all farmers, but. only of those whom 
the shoe fits. 

Town people are equally successful in evading rationing rules. 

During the canning season, households that never put up 40 
quarts of fruit a year had no difficulty in buying as much as 200 
pounds of sugar a month. 

The town man piously displays an A sticker on his windshield, 
yet he and his family are able to drive as much as they ever did. 
What is the secret of it? He owns a truck, which entitles him to 
a T book, and the filling station man obligingly fails to note which 
tank he is filling. 

The dealer is reluctant to say no to a friend, especially if under 
obligation to him, Thus many people are able to find a tire dealer 
or recapper who will fudge a little because he needs the business, 
and the ration board is inclined to accept without question the ap- 
plications filled out by him. 

There are strict ration boards, and there are countless humble 
citizens too patriotic to chisel; but check the selfish nickel-nursers 
who find ways to dodge income tax, and you will find them equally 
successful in getting what they desire in spite of restrictions. 

Maybe nothing can be done about it, for we are already support- 
ing too many investigators and inspectors; but it might pay to jail 
a few offenders and thus scare the others into line.

Hoover Offers 
New Post-War 


Peace Plan 


Says Period Should Be 
Divided Into Two 
Stages. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 16.—(4)—Her- 
bert Hoover proposed tonight that 
postwar peace-making be divided 
into two stages—a preliminary 


peace to be followed by a period| 


devoted to solving problems in a 
cool. and deliberate manner. 

“The essence of my proposal is 
that we have no armistice, no gen- 
eral peace conference, such as Ver: 
sailles, but that we set the peace- 
making in two stages,” he ex- 
plained. 

“The first to be an instant ‘con- 
ditional peace’ that will turn the 
world toward political, economic 
and spiritual recovery without the 
delays of last time. And then that 
the world should take time to cool 
off and work out one by one and 
separately the solutions for lasting 
peace.” 

To accomplish the purposes he 
outlined, Hoover said, the United 
Nations should agree in advance 
to the terms of a conditional 
peace and a subsequent program, 


_and should impose and enforce the 


conditional peace. 

He added that the declaration of 
conditional peace should embrace: 

“1. Total disarmament of the 
enemy. 

“2. The designation of provision- 
al boundaries of nations. 

“3. Machinery for repatriation 


.of prisoners and civilians driven 


from their homes. 

“4. The removal of the economic 
blockade the instant the enemy has 
handed over his arms. 

“5. The immediate organization 
to relieve famine, combat pesti- 
lence and aid in reconstruction. 
Otherwise there would be anarchy 
and no peace. 

“6. Provisional restoration of all 
commercial treaties.”

Throughout the twenties, there, 
was the most intimate collabora-| 
tion between the Red Army and 


the German Reichswehr, mainly 
represented through General von 
Hammerstein—who retired after 
the Roehm purge and has since 
disappeared. 

Generals Give In. 

Russia had never opposed Ger- 
man rearmament; Russia _ had 
signed the first treaty of collabora- 
tion with Germany after the war 
—at Rapallo, in 1922. 

So when Hitler imposed upon 
the generals the elaboration of an 
offensive war plan against Russia, 
they were not prepared—they had 
another war plan; they were skep- 
tical—their own Russian experts 
did not underrate the Red Army 
and above all did not underrate 
the difficulties of a blitz against 
so large a country. All the tra- 
ditional considerations against 
such a campaign were in their 
minds. 

But Hitler’s policy had made 
war with Russia practically un- 
avoidable—just as his policy had 
previously made the occupation 
of Prague unavoidable. And he 
promised them a political victory 
in Russia. He undoubtedly be- 


lieved his own idee fix@,that Rus-'! 


It is now clear that von Brauch- 
itsch counselled against ‘a winter 
offensive, counselling withdrawal 
to shorter lines. Hitler insisted on 
continuing the offensive for po- 
litical reasons. He had apparent- 
ly made a deal with Japan that 
she was to enter the war by an 
attack on the United States when 
the fall of Moscow was imminent. 

Nazis Taste Defeat. 

Thus the German offensive be- 
fore Moscow continued until De- 
cember 7, the day of Pearl Harbor 
—and on that very day.the Rus- 
sian winter counteroffensive be- 
gan. The Germans suffered their 
first major defeat in this war 


simultaneously with the Japanese | 


on Hawaii. 

spring, Hitler was forced 
publicly to admit that the first 
winter offensive had almost. re- 
sulted in losing the war. 

From that date on there lave 
been continual changes in the 
German high command. First, 
Hitler dismissed those generals 
who had been against his war 
plan, and replaced them by other 
members of the traditional offi- 
cérs’ corps who were more sub- 
servient. Brauchistch went out in 
December, 1941, 
another command. Fedor 
Bock, who had commanded the 
armies before Moscow, was ousted 
in December, 1941, recalled in the 
spring, given the command for 
the new offensive in southern Rus- 
sia and ousted again some time 
late in the summer, when it be- 
came obvious that this offensive 
also was not succeeding. He was
